tening to David Lloyd George urge a 
policy of oc-operation instead of frus- 
tration, the Liberal Candidates as 
elation deferred a vote Thursday i ,n 
the question of general support of the 
MacDonald government. 


Premier MacDonald has indicated 


the government would probably re- 
sign or recommend a .general election 
if defeated on this vote. 


The deliberations 
of the Liberal 


party council, headed by former Pre- 
mier Lloyd George, reveal the curious 
complexion of the president British 
government, in which the Labor party 
has a plurality over any other group, 
but requires Liberal votes in order to 
hold a clear majority over the nearly 
equal strength of the Conservatives, 
headed by another former premier, 
Stanley Baldwin. 


Should the Liberals follow Lloyd 


George's advice and desert the Labor 
administration, it would bring about 
the downfall of Mr. MacDonald's gov- 
ernment, unless sustained in a general 
election. 


Should the election be called—and 


this is the general rule—it would fur- 
ther compel the British voter, in order 
to sustain Mr. MacDonald, to vote out- 
right for the Labor party, as a con- 
tinued split between the three par- 
ties would in effect be a defeat for 
the present administraion.

of his own agents. 


Marr Then in Prison 


His fight to regain his original stock. 


was begun while serving a five-year 
sentence from federal court at Texar- 


, for using the mails to defraud. 


Mother Jails Son for Life 


' Marr's victory in the Court of Ap- 
peals upholds a lower court decision 
returned two and a half years ago in 
which Tumulty and Glass were order- 
ed to restore his original holdings to 
him. 


It was contended in Marr's com- 


plaint that at a time when the Marr 
Oil corporation had several million 
dollars worth of assets Tumulty and 
Glass persuaded him to consolidate his 
holdings with the Southern States 
concern, and he had no soner done 
so than the Southern States went into 
receivership, with Tumulty and Glass 
acting as receivers. 


Was Prosecuted Himself 


Marr's first brush with the courts 


occurred in 1922, almost immediately 
after the El Dorado (Ark.) oil boom 
in which he made a million, when the 
government threatened to prosecute 
him (or failure to reimburse stock- 
holders in his Pat Marr Syndicate 
Nos. 1 and 2. Marr 
returned 
their 


money to the stockholders in one 
instance, but later in 1924 he was fi- 
nally brought to trial in United States 
district court at Texark'ana on a gov- 
ernment charge of conspiracy to de- 
fraud, through the broadcast of ex- 
travagant dividend promises in the 
government mails. 


He was sentenced in 1924 by Judge 


Youmans, at Texarkana, to a prison 
term of five years. Marr was releas- 
ed with a few months, off for good 
behavior, in the fall of 1928.

ROBABLY the worst of the unemployment difficulty is 
over. Every sign indicates that the depression is ending. 


Within a comparatively short time the country should be 
well on its way back to normal prosperity. 


Nevertheless, we shall simply be asking for more trouble 


in the future if we fail to make every effort to understand 
just what the depression has meant in terms of human suf- 
fering. The depression itself may be ending; our study of it 


\should just be beginning. 
In this connection, it is worth while to look at a study ol 


the effects of unemployment on 50 American families, made 
by the. magazine, The Family, which is published by the Fam- 
ily Welfare Asspciation of America. This shows just what 
happens in a family whose income is shut off for a long 
period.

"The center of interest in these 50 households, says the
